“No matter what they threatened 
we gave nothing willingly,” said one 
girl, “We hid everything*® they 
wanted and a great deal was never 
discovered. Thus, my mother kept 
all her linen buried in a chest. We 
couldn’t use it, but neither could 
the Germens.””

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Amert- 
can prisoners in Germany are profit- 


ing by the fact that the German 
government feels at this time less 
certainty than it did four years ago 
as to the outcome of the war. The 
incredible brutalities to which pris- 
oners of war were subjected in the 
days when the Germans, drunk with 
success and with their bloody march 
across Belgium, entertained no ap- 
prehensions of any reprisals, have 
been tempered by a diminishing be- 
lief in complete German triumph 
and by the knowledge of the in- 
creasing number of Germans who 
have themselves been taken prisoner. 

But even threats of reprisal made 
by Franee and England had little 
effect in 1914 and 1915. 

Fully 100,000 have died in Ger- 
man prison camps and thousands 


the fleld in obedience to orders is- 
sued, among others, by Brig.-Gen. 
Stenger, on August 26, 1914, that “to 
date from this day, no prisoners will 
be made any longer. The wounded, 
whether armed or defenseless, will 
be killed. Not a man will be left 
alive behind us.” 

n after the orders were 
changed, and prisoners were taken, 
they were murdered, more slowly, 
but none the less surely, by their 
captors... 

Robbed of their clothing, loaded 
fn cattle cars and and abused 
en route, many of the French, Brit- 
ish, Belgian and Russian prisoners 
never lived to reach the prison camp. 
The malignant cruelty of the guards 
and of the men and women who 
flocked to the stations to insult and 
mock the wounded. men warned 
them of what was in store for them 
at their destination. 

“During the long and painful jour- 
ney to Wurzburg,” states a British 
officer; “ a mob collected at Aeschaf- 
fenburg on the Bavarian frontier, 


about 6 in the morning, and 
haved with great rudeness and bru- 
tality. The sentry was telling’ our 


visitors that one of the Englanders 
had been shot in the face and badly 
disfigured, whereupon a German 
soldier pulled the poor fellow out of 
the sleeping mass on the floor and 
sat him upon a seat, the others 
standing around pointing at the poor 
mutilated face with coarse jeering 
laughter. The young Irish soldier 
sat patiently through it all—his blind 
eye was a running sore, the torn 
cheek in healing had left a hideous- 
ly scarred hollow, and the nose and 
mouth were twisted to one side. His 
condition would have stirred in 
the heart of a savage, and yet t 
Germans laughed and jeered.”

TO LOS ANGELES. 


Congressman Coming Home 
for Period of Recess. 
Business Matters Here will 
Receive Attention. 


Pomona College Instructor is

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20. — Con- 
gressman Osborne left last night for 
home to remain there until after 
election. The house has completed 
all the work before it and will, by 
means of three days’ recess, practi- 
cally adjourn until after election 
day. Any important business will 
go over until after that date and 
even technically Congress will not 
reassemble, except for emergency, 
until November 12. 
| While Capt. Osborne fs not com- 
ing home to make any campaign for 
re-election, he stil] will have a num- 
ber of things of Important charac- 


ter to take up some of his time. One 
of the most important is to confer 
with the commission that !s on its 
way to the Coast to locate some of 
the emergency hospitals for the 
army. Assignments have been made 
that at least one of the hospitals 
will be located tn the southern part 
of California, and if the recom- 
mendation of the medical depart- 
ment of the army is taken, the Los 
Angeles section should secure at 
least two institutions of this char 
acter. One will probably be the Ar- 
rowhead Springs Hotel and prop- 
erty. 

Congressman Osborne's presence 
in Los Angeles is especially impor- 
tant, as the personne! of the com- 
mission has been greatiy changed 
since the western trip was wunder- 
taken. Gen. R. E. Noble, chairman 
of this committee, was recalled and 
was sent to France on an urgent re- 
guest of Gen. Gorgas, head of the 
medical department. Gen. Noble 
was personally familiar with the op- 
portunities and facilities of South- 
ern California, and, on account of 
the change and the unfamiliarity 
with local conditions of his succes- 
sor, it is extremely fortunate that 
Congressman Osborne can be pres- 
ent. When he returns to Washing- 
ton after the election Mrs. Osborne 
will accompany him.

 BUG’S DUG UP. 


Nests in Proposed Sunday 
Closing Ordinance. 


W ould» Make City Council 
Autocratyc Body. | 


Sharp Fight Against Freak 
Until Election. 


Opponents of the proposed Sun- 
day closing ordinance, which comes 
before the electors November 5, and 
against which a sharp fight is be- 
ing made, have found a dangerous 
blue pinching “‘bug’’ nesting in the 
proposition.
